Brethren to the (aid Michael, Dancan Miqueen, Thomas Hepburn, Fohn Taurine, Mr. 

Henryſon, Fohn Miclain, eMorrein an Engliſh man, | 
Nitelſon, Fohn Gladeſtones, Gawin Johyſtoun, Lieutenant Jobs Haltet, and Fohn 
Haltet Seaman, two iriſh Seamen, two Hoboyes that belonged to the Earl of Le- 
ven, Collonel Grahames Servant, and three or four more Servants, were orderly de - 
nunced Our Rebels, and put to Our Horn, by vertue of a particular Act and Order 
of the Lords of Our Privy Council, uſed and execute at the inſtance of Sir Fames 
Stuart Our Advocat for Our Intereſt, againſt them tor not delivering up themſelves 
to Our Mercy, and the ſaid Iſland ot the Baſs for Our Service, whereto they were 
Charged by an Herauld with his Coat diſplayed with a Trumpet, under the pain of 
High Treaſon, as the ſaid Act of the date foreſaid, with the Executions thereof due- 
ly Regiſtrat at length bears At the which Proceſs of Horning, the forenamed per- 
tons Rebels, do ſtill ly and continue, taking no regard thereof, nor of Our Autho- 
rity and Laws; and are incouraged to continue in Rebellion by the Recept, Supply, 
and Inte:commoning'which they have with ſeveral of their Friends and Acquaintances, 
to the high Contempt of Us, Our Authority and Laws, Likeas, the aids Lords 
of Our Privy Council, by their Act of the day and date hereof, have Ordained theſe 
Oue Letters of Intercommoning to be dire againſt che ſaids Rebels, and to be Pub- 
liſhed at the Mercar- croſſes under- written, as the ſamine at more length beats. OUR 
WILL IS HEREFORE, and We Charge;you ſtrialy, and Commands that incon- 
tinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat - croſſes of the ſeveral Burghs and 
Towns upon both fides of the Water of Forth, and other places needful, and there» 
at, in Our Name and Authority, Command all and ſundry Our Leidges and Sub- 
jets, that they, nor none of them, Preſume nor take upon Hand, to Reſet, Sup- 
ply, or Iatercommon with any of the ſaids perſons Our Rebels, for the Cauſes fore- 
ſaids, nor furniſh them with Meat, Drink, Houſe, Harbour, ViQual, or any other 
thing uſeful, or comfortable to them; nor have Intelligence with them, by Word, 
Writ, Meſſage, or any other manner of way, under the Pain to be repute and eſteem- 
ed Art and Part with them in the foreſaids Crimes, and Purſued therefore with all 
rigour, to the terrour of others, Requiring hereby all Sheriffs, Stewarts, Baillies of 
Regalities, and their Deputs, and Magiſtrats of Burghs, to Apprehend and commit 
to Priſon, any of the Pe: ſons above · written Our Rebels, when they (hall be found 
within any of their reſpective Juriſdictions, according to Juſtice, 2s ye will anſwer to 
Us thereupon. The which todo, We commit to you, conjunctly and ſeverally, Our 
full Power, by theſe Our Letters, delivesing them by you duly execute and indorſat 


again to the bearer.
